The youngest students attending CSUS are these 
children and some 70 more who are enroiled for half- 
day sessions from two to five days a week at the 
Children’s Center, a combination nursery-day care 
center for the children of CSUS students 

According to head teacher Marbelia Wands, the 
focus of the preschool’s program is “to heip the child 
feel good about himself’ To this end, the teachers 
help the children learn concrete ideas and teach 
them how to use their sense “We develop their 
cognitive (perceptive) skilis,” Wands says, adding, 
We also help them learn how to control their 
bodies 

To further these goals, youngsters at the center 
are exposed to a wide variety of activities. Tumbling 
trampoline and monkey bars help develop gross 


motor skills, while activities such as supervieéd 
cooking, science experiments and manipulative 
toys aid in small muscle development, as well as in 
furthering cognitive skills 

The Children’s Center occupies an oldér 
building, half-hidden from the road by a row of 
trees, located across the street from the Uni 
Union. It has two main rooms, one for two and th 
year-olds, the other for four and five-year-olds. ~ 

“Two and three-year-olds need socialization 
They are learning to adapt to the schoo! en- 
vironment and they are learning to interact with 
other children and with adults,” Wands explains. 
Four and five-year-olds have different needs. They 
already know how tu interact and their coordination 
is better, With them, we're continuing their 
development and helping to build up their attention 
spans im order to prepare them for school.”

Supervisors will save the taxpayers a little money 
Considering the reluctance with which government 
programs give up funds, a savings to the taxpayers is 
unlikely.

by unexempt lenders, but would 
devise a new formula, based on the 
interest rate charged San Fran- 
cisco Federal Reserve Bank cus- 
tomers, for higher aliowabie 
interest on commercial loans 
This measure originated in the 
legislature and received virtually 
NO opposition, passing 73-5 in the 
Assembly and 33-0 in the Senate 
Proponents of Prop 2 include 
Assemblyman Walter Ingalls (D - 


Riverside) 4d State Senator 
William Campbell (R Los 
Angeles). They argue that the 


usury law, adopted in 1934 during 
the depths of the Depression. is 
unrealistic in an era of 14 percent 
annual inflation 

Their ballot pamphiet argument 
States: “Cheap money is no good if 
yOu can't get it when you need it’ 
They say California's interest ceil- 
ing discourages loans for housing 
and business construction in the 
State

Proposition to change state usury law 


Gutowsky says, “Texas modified 
its usury law, but it didn't work.” 
The Texas formula was Strictly tied 
to the current discount rate, 
whereas the new California for- 
mula is based on the Federal 
Reserve rate plus five percent 

Gutowsky says, ,"My feeling 
would be to get rid of the (usury) 
law. But I'd have to do some 
research first on who is going to 
benefit.” 

“Usury laws are a_ national 
problem right now,” Fountain 
Says. He cites the example of 
Florida, which has a 10.5 percent 
interest rate lirnit. Fountain says 
housing financing has virtually 
aried up in Florida 

You can't arbitrarily simit 
something subject to competitive 
forces,” Fountain says. “If you are 
able to afford the interest you 
should be able to get the loan and 
buy the hcuse 

Hamm says the measure would

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‘Apocalypse Now’ 
Epic is definitive film of ‘70s

Once in a great while it seems a 
film is made that more than any 
other sums up a particular time 
period 

‘Apocalypse Now” is the film of 
the 1970s 

It, like no other, captures both 
that kind of psychedelic fan- 
tasyland aura that pervaded the 
early 70s as weil as the biack 
vision of what the Vietnamese con 
flict did to the. spiritual 
consciousness of America and the 
rest of the world 

But in a larger sense, the vision 
that Francis Ford Coppola has 
brought to the screen is one of a 
nightmare voyage into the dark 
caverns of our own psyches 

From the opening shot 
Apocalypse” plunges us into the 
Dante - esque purgatory of Viet- 
nam and on a grander scale 
through the unfolding of its bizarre 
narrative, it brings forth like 
demons the questions that have 
haunted humankind for centuries 
and has haunted the American 
dream for the past 10 years: what is 
good and what is evil? Where does 
an individual's responsibility to a 
system end and the responsibility 
to his own integrity begin? Is war 
the ultimate evil, or is man himself 
the carrier of some inherent urge 
towards self destruction? 

Many people will disagree with 
my analysis of this film. But since it 
first began being covered as a 
newsworthy story over two years 
ago “Apocalypse Now.” and ail! 
those involved in it, have been the 
target of controversy 

Many peopie have made a great 
issue of the garantuan price of the 
film: $30 million plus is a fair es 
timate 

Others have criticized Coppola 
for undertaking a project out of his 
artistic reach 

The media have. more than 
covered all the rumors probiems 
and near tragedies of the making 
and distribution ofthis film. Itis not 
the purpose of. this review to 
recover them 

All of these things have made 
Apocalypse Now” an item worth 
talking about, not only in terms of 
news but in terms of ratings on 
television. All of which will and 
have affected the way this film has 
been, and will be received

| think tnat perhaps only in the 
future will this film be viewed on its 
own merits by people who have not 
been through the heaven and hell 
of the Vietnam war or the tremen- 
dous publicity hype done about

At that time | am conficent they 
will acclaim it for what it is — a 
marred but tremendously 
intelligent and beautiful piece of 
cinematic and philosophical art 

As a Critic of films sometimes | 
find it tiring to be searching for the

In this case | can only say that

As to the performances there 
are many fine ones but ! shall only 
mention three 

| have always liked Martin 
Sheen. His work in “The Missiles of 
October,” “The Execution of 
Private Slovick” and “Badlands” 
has been very good. But until now 
there has always been a certain 
something not quite there 

In ‘Apocalypse Now,” Sheen, in 
the part of a lifetime, gives the per- 
formance ofa lifetime. His Captain 
Willard is a real breathing, seeing, 
living being, full of desires and 
fears and hates that in their human 
relaness are a brilliant and devas 
tating characterization 

Secondly, Robert Duvall, one of 
America’s truly fine film and stage 
actors, gives a brilliant per 
formance as Lt. Colonel Kilgore 
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In many ways his is the hardest 
character in the film to bring to Hfe’ 
and portray as a three dimensional 
person. Duvall does so in a tour de 
force job of acting that is at once 
fascinating and terrifying 

Finally, to Colonel Kurtz por 
trayed by Marion Brando. To say 
that Brando is one of the great liv- 
ing actors is somewhat of an 
understatement His per: 
formances in films from “Streetcar 
Named Desire” to “Last Tango in’ 
Paris” have moved and thrilled 
audiences since he first appeared 

In “Apocalypse Now” he again 
shows why he has achieved such 
Stature. Brando's presence, his 
sheer psychic energy, is so great 
that he makes each movement 

each gesture, a statement 
Although he is only on screen‘ 
for about 10 minutes, his per- 
formance is still a stunning and * 
disturbing one

The Affiliates, a long - standing 
university auxiliary organization 
designed to bring CSUS closer to 
the community, serves the needs 
of the university and its students, 
says member Ruth French. 

“We don't raise money or 
political power,” French said. “it's 
just a consensus of opinion that 
get things done. We publicize 
programs, speak with new 
Students and use plain word of 
mouth.” 

Radio station KXPR FM 89 is 
one cause the Affiliates assisted. 
KXPR is the Campus public radio 
station operating in the Theatre 
Arts Building. Its program includes 
Classical and jazz music and tocal 
news of community events. Af- 
filiates members donated ap- 
roximately $250 from their mon- 
ly dues and iast spring 30 
members manned phones at a 
telethon which brought in $20,000 
for the station's use, said member 
Elizabeth Noel, liaison between 
the Affiliates and KXPR.

is a desperate need for bilingual 
teachers. There are 4,000 teaching 
jobs open right now that can't be 
filled because there are no bil- 
ingual teachers.” Merino places 
the figure higher between 10,000 
and 15,000 

Campbell feels bilingual! 
education is misunderstood. “In 
every bilingual program, kids learn 
English,” Campbell explained 

“People say bilinguai education 
and they think it's a place where 
you go to learn Spanish or Can- 
tonese. What happens is a kid is 
instructed in his native language in 
reading and math so that he 
doesn't fall behind, but at the same 
time, he gets intensive English 
training.” 

Along with the students en- 
rolled in the program being 
funded, there are 50 students wor- 
king towards the same credentia! 
without funding. “This grant 
provides a core of funded 
students, but there is also a whole 
group of teachers from the sur- 
rounding area who come to take 
the same program (unfunded),” 

“The government telis us what 
languages we can reinforce 
based on the language need of 
California. The student must be 
bilingual in what the government 
calls “target languages.” The 
“targets” at this time ars Por- 
tugese, Philipino, Togalo, Spenish 
and some other, according to 
Campbell 

The CSUS program is only 
funded for Spanish and Cantonese 
with two exceptions: Palaun(Mic- 
ronesia) and Punjabi (India). “Pun- 
jabi is the language spoken by 
peopie from India who live in the 
area around Yuba City,” Campbell 
said 

According to Campbell the 
students were chosen from a 
priority list for the program. “We 
announced it, people applied and 
they came in for an oral screening 
Based on that, a list was designed 
in priority order We had enough 
money for 24. if we'd had enough 
(funding), we could've taken 
another 30." 

“incidentally, Sac State needs 
and English as a second language 
(course) and doesn't have one 
We're getting a large number of 
students from the Arab world, Iran 
and other piaces, and more Mex- 
ican students. They have to go to 
Sac City College to improve their 
English. They sneak English, but 
its quite another thing to take 
classes in English. Most good 
universities would have English as 
a second language program or a 
developmental program,” 
Campbell said 

‘They (teachers) get angry 
because a person can't understand 
the language Instead of ex- 
plaining it in a simple way peopie 
can understand it, they say, ‘Well 
what the hell are you doing here?’ 
It's your problem, not mine,” 
Campbeli continued. “That's the 
same attitude that exists in the 
public schools. That's what bil- 
ingua! education is trying to fight 
in the public schools, but what do 
we do at the universities?”

Physical - emotional restructuring 


Rolfing: massaging the body into ‘perfect’ alignment

“We want to make whatever you re doing better — 
whether it’s sex, whether it's disco dancing, skiing, 
sleeping, whatever — we just want your body to be 
more efficient,” stresses Ben Ohs 

A pitch from the director of an exercise camp? A 
meditation expert? A yoga instructor? 

Answer. none of the above. Ben Ohs is one of two 
certified Rolfers with a practice in Sacramento 

A Rolfer is a person who had been trained to Roif 
others. Rolfing is the popular name for the 
methodology called Structural Integration, which 
was developed by Dr. Ida P. Roif 

“Rolfing fundamentally works off a physical prin- 
ciple and that is if you stand straighter and have the 
proper kind of physica! alignment you function 
better in the world — just as your car tires don t wear 
Out as fast when you have the front end of your car 
aligned,” explains Bob Robinson, a Sacramento- 
based Rolfer 

Both Rolfers point out that while no one has a 
perfect’ physical alignment, this technique of deep 
massage brings the body closer to being organized 
along a vertical central axis 

“Rolfing is a form of connective tissue 
manipulation in which the tissue is literally changed 
physiologically,’ notes Robinson, who became a 
Roifer in 1974 

This manipulation of the connective tissue, called 
fascia, comes in a series of 10 weekly Rolfing ses 
sions which generally last 60 to 90 minutes each tr 
Sacramento, the price per session is approximately 
$40 

The first eight sessions focus on prescribed areas 
of the body, such as the head, shoulders, nips or 
legs. The ninth and tenth sessions are used to 
integrate the body as a whole and to do extra work a 
person may need on particular areas Once an in 
dividual has completed this initial series, the balance 
he has attained will remain throughout his life, bar 
ring extreme trauma later on, according to Robin 
son 

Before and after each of 
photographs are taken of the person to chart the 
changes in posture. The change does not occur in 
the posture alone, however According to Rahinson 
certain hormonal leveis in the body and the wor 
kings of the central nervous system are also altered 
Accompanying those physica! changes and the 
resultant feeling of physical grace and ease is ofter 
an emotional ease as well, he says 

Ann Marriott, a CSUS physical therapy student 
describes that emotional ease as having “alot more 
room in how | see myself, for shortcomings. bad 
days and any number of things '

Motivation was also needed because of the pain. 
“It was one of those things you reaily had to be 
psyched - up for For me that was the most pain I've 
ever experienced,” Mitchell relates 


The pain comes from the very deep massaging of 
the facial tissue which is incorporated into every 
muscle in the body. The intensity of the pain and 
what areas of the body are most painful vary. 

Some of the places where | held myself the 
tightest for the longest were the most painful,” Ann 
Marriott says, “and it was a lot more painful on a 
psychological level than it was physically.” 


Some of the work does hurt,” she continues 
When | got my feet worked on it was torture.” 

However, Marriott stresses that “most of the 
work. for me. was just a letting go of it and not very 
much pain 

Ohs and Robinson have been Rolfed and both 
acknowledge that the methodology has a reputation 
for being painful 

The pain is there, it's always an issue around 
Rolfing.’ Robinson explains. “It's one of the main 
reasons why people don't get Rolfed. It's important 
that people have an understanding that (the pain) is 
well within their capacity. Just about anyone can 
handle tne pain, it's not that extreme.” 


Despite Rolfing's reputation for pain, people do 
continue to seek out the two Rolfers in this area for 
the physical - emotional restructuring they believe 
can be attained with this technique. 

Ons and Robinson both have full practices and 
Robinson has compiied a waiting list. Not all of their 
chents are Sacramentans, however. Robinson 
points out that some people come from areas as dis- 
tant as Fresno, Redding and Ely, Nev 


The composition of the clienteles vary more than 
just geographically. Currently, Robinson's clients 
range in age trom 23 years to 62 years, although he 
estimates that the majority of people usually fali 
between 20 and 35 years of age 

The chents vary in interests and occupation as 
well 


| ve worked on Sawyers, I've worked on doctors, 
nN people who like organic farming, little kids and 
oid people,” Ohs comments. “it doesn’t seem to 
matter who the particular person is as long as hehas 
an attitude that he wants to change.” 

The Rolfing experience is different for each in- 
dividual but it is for anyone, Robinson stresses, who 
wants to feel better, to have a better quality of life, to 
sleep better, walk better, care about peopie better, to 
simply appreciate their overall quality of life.”
